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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed June 20 5 2001 (Paper No:9i/2B) is acknowledged. This 
amendment had not been considered at the time the advisory action had been sent as the papers 
had not been received into the file (see Interview summary of August 26, 2001). Subsequently 
the papers were received and entered into the file. Accordingly, this office action is being sent in 
response to the June 30, 2000 office action. 

A telephonic discussion had been ongoing since the time the advisory action was sent out. 
Basically, upon entry and review of the June 30th amendment and subsequent to that, it was 
found that the claimed SEQ ID Nos did not correlate with those in the specification. This was 
communicated to Applicant's representative Ms. Eve Frank, and that a search needed to be made 
on the claimed sequences. Applicant wanted time to review their seq. Id. Nos and correct all 
discrepencies, so that an effective search could be carried out. 

The office has not so far received any explanations or amendments to SEQ ID Nos. As 
such the Office cannot carry out an effective search. Prior to issuing a meaningful office action 
and possibly find allowable subject matter, it is necessary to have the sequences and SEQ ID Nos 
between claims and specification be in correspondence. Since several conversations have taken 
place between Applicant's representative and Examiner, and no amendments have been received, 
this action is being sent to keep the prosecution active.
